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PROHIBITION 
ENFORCEMENT. 


The so-called "Whisky Riots" in the 


upper peninsula of Michigan recall simi- 
lar resorts to force and law violations to 
resist constitutional amendments and en- 
actments of congress in the past. We had 
'more or less of this rioting in our early 
history but it uniformly collapsed. It will 
be so in Michigan or in any other part of 
the country where enforcement of the 
prohibition amendment is antagonized. 
We do not know whether the state au- 
thorities or the federal officers who ap- 
pear to be in conflict in Iron county are 
right. In all probability the federal 
agents have the law with them and that 
is what counts. It is to be presumed that 
there have been violations of the enforce- 
ment act and it is common information 
that there is more or less illegal liquor 
traffic in that part of the country. Prob- 
ably Iron county is no different from any 
other locality in the United States. Eva- 
sions and violations of the law are being 
practiced, but gradually they will be un- 
earthed and those engaged in them will 
come to grief. 


There is but one course for the Ameri- 


can people to pursue in reference to pro- 
hibition and that is to obey it as it is in- 
terpreted by congress and by the supreme 
court. All attempts to overthrow prohi- 
bition or to avoid its restrictions must 
react in its favor as well as in greater 
determination by the people and the gov- _ 
ernment to enforce it. Incidents like that 
which has attracted attention in the up- 
per peninsula of Michigan are foolish and 
futile. No part of this country can be a 
law to itself with respect to intoxicating 
liquors while the prohibition amendment 
is a part of our constitution. We are go- 
ing to have a dry country in fact as well 
as name and the sooner those who are of 
a different opinion resign themselves to 
this certainty, the belter it will be for 
all concerned. 


NOT A CAMPAIGN 
ISSUE. 


It is a fact which ought to carry weight 


to the leaders of both parties and their 
spokesmen in the senate that the. only 
proposal for making a campaign issue of 
the league of nations has come from pol- 
iticians of congress and the president. No- 
where in the country have we had a sin- 
gle indorsement of this plan, nowhere a 
single expression of approval. We know 
of no organization of any kind which has 
adopted resolutions supporting it. We 
know of no demand whatsoever on the 
part of the public, or by men of affairs, 
for a decision of this great question in 
the presidential election. On the con- 
trary public opinion is overwhelmingly 
against the suggestion. We believe it is 
almost unanimously opposed to it. 


The submission of the treaty and league 


of nations to what would be an obviously 
false referendum would constitute one of 
the most humiliating chapters in Ameri- 
can history. It would be. to use the 
words of Herbert Hoover, substituting 
the judgment "of police court minds" for 
the intelligence and experience of trained 
statesmen. It would be substituting auc- 
tioneer methods for the processes of the 
constitution made and provided for the 
negotiation of treaties and the direction 
of our foreign affairs. It would be a con- 
fession that these constitutional agencies 
had broken down and had ceased lo func- 
tion. 


Nobody but the politicians who want 


to make use of an issue for parly advan- 
tage believes lhal a presidential election 
could in any manner demonstrate flic 
true altitude of the people toward the 
league of nations and the peace terms. 
"\Yc would have no more accurate under- 
standing of public opinion on this ques- 
tion than we had before. So far as con- 
veying the slightest intelligence concern- 
ing reservations the results would be 
hopelessly negative. 


There is only one right way to dispose 


of Hit treaty and league, and lhal is by 
action of the United Stales senate. The 
ratification of Ircalics is nol a matter 
within the province of the people and 
never can be made so. Furthermore, the 
senate has no power to negotiate treaties. 
11 has no power in Ihis instance lo nego- 


tiate a peace treaty or league of nations 
covenant essentially different from that 
agreed to at Versailles, and signed and 
submitted to it by the president. The ne- 
gotiation of the treaty belongs exclusive- 
ly to the president. The- sole function of 
the senate is to ratify. It is possible, if 
politics is eliminated, for two-thirds of 
the members of the senate to agree upon 
interpretative resolutions which 
will 


be acceptable lo the other treaty signa- 
tories. The senate will be guilty of the 
most flagrant abuse of public trust if it 
does not discharge this duty. 


MR. GOMPERS AND A LABOR PARTY. 


Samuel Gompers. president of 
the 


American'Federation of Labor, has,taken 
an uncompromising 
stand against the 


movement to organize an independent la- 
bor party. Mr. Gompers has always been 
a sound and constructive leader of or- 
ganized labor, and in this attitude he 
docs not deviate from his record of se;r- 
vice. There have been many efforts to di- 
vert labor into the maelstrom of politics. 
We have had labor pauties formed/and 
we have had attempts to commit labor 
organizations to partisan activities, but 
considered in a national sense not one of 
these movements has been successful. On 
the contrary, it has been proven in every 
instance thai they were subversive of the 
real interests of labor. 


It is true, as Mr. Gompers says, thai 


an independent labor party is fore- 
doomed to failure. With possibly some 
very rare exceplions it could not hope to 
control congressional elections. It would 
have no chance in senatorships and so far 
as the presidency is concerned it would 
constitute a small minority. We do not 
believe it would figure even conspicu-/ 
ously in stale elections. By this we do 
not mean lo discount Ihc imporlance of 
organized labor in ilself, nor ils numeri- 
cal slrenglh. Bui Ihe truth is, as every- 
body knows, that even a labor party 
would not begin to hold all of the labor 
vote. 
Although -prohibition has 
tri- 


umphed it did nol do so through the pro- 
hibition party. That parly was never a 
formidable factor in American politics. 
There were millions who believed in pro- 
hibition that never cast a vote for the, 
party or ils candidales. While Ihe anal- 
ogy is nol complele il ncvcrlhcless ap- 
plies in a considerable sense-to a labor 
parl\r.

resents. Mr. Gompers is looking after the 
interesls of Ihe wofkingmah and of or- 
ganized labor. He has'been their faithful 
champion and their reliable mentor. He 
possesses the confidence of the Ameri- 
can people to a degree ,enjoyed. by no 
other labor leader, excepl possibly the 
late John MitcliclL-His advice is thai sup- 
porl of an independent labor parly in the 
presidential and congressional elections 
would serve to "defeat our friends and,to 
elect our enemies."' In this we, believe he 
is unquestionably right. Organized labor 
can do far more in the promotion of ils 
inlerests by supporting candidates with- 
in the Republican and Democratic parlies 
mosl favorably inclined to their cause 
and to industrial justice jthan by en- 
deavoring to control elections through a 
separate party. Morcq.ver, in this course 
it avoids the perils of politics, which there 
is hardly any doubt would sooner or lat- 
er develop dissension within its own 
ranks and read to ils detriment both in- 
ternally and "with the public.

As we grow ever softer and more 


effeminate softening luxuries hold for 
us a stronger appeal. Statistic^ of 
morbidity and mortality rates in ye 
olden times are rather sketchy, and 
the 'recollection of 
grandpa about 


such matters is notoriously romantic, 
yet there is no reason to believe that 
(respiratory troubles were more cbm- 
mon, 
if they were as common, in 1820 


than they are in 1920. 


A dwelling heated, with an ordin- 


ary wood or coal stove is as hygien- 
ically heated as anapartmentequipped 
with a hot water or steam radiator. 
The principle of the heating is the 
same in either case. The stove has 
one important advantage over the ra- 
diator; it must be connected with a 
flue and the draft produces some ven- 
tilation of the room if the room is not 
hermitically sealed. 
Steam or hot water radiators, un- 


fortunately, do warm 
the 
air of 


apartments even if ventilation is in- 
adequate. Hot air furnaces do not 
work satisfactorily unless veritilation 
is fairly efficient. 


The air inlet of the hot air furnace 


should be from the outside, never 
from the cellar or, worse still, .from a 
room of the house. The largest pos- 
sible volume of outside air should be 
admitted through the air inlet, con- 
sistent with comfort. An air outlet 
should be provided near the roof. A 
hot air furnace register which belches 
forth a scorching blast is wholly un- 
hygenic; it means that insufficient 
cold air is being admitted through 
the air inlet. 


The registers should give forth 


warm air, not hot air. The tempera- 
ture of the room thus warmed should 
be temperate, not torrid. From 60 to 
G7 degrees Fahrenheit may be consid- 
ered a hygienic temperature in a fur- 
nace heated apartment; a higher tem- 
perature than that is depressing and 
unwholesome. Elderly and enfeebled 
individuals imagine fhey need more 
heat; they do, but not from the at- 
mosphere they breathe. Their body 
warmth should be maintained by ad- 
ditional clothing, though it is well to 
remember that the less clothing one 
wears at any time, consistent with 
physical 
comfort, the 
better for 


health. 
* 


The hot air furnace does dry out 


the air, but not more than the radi- 
ator does. If the apartment is con- 


stantly overheated, it is; practically 
impossible to maintain anything like 
normal humidity in the air by any ap- 
paratus available for 
the 
private 


dwelling. But if the tcmperatuie is 
kept below 68 degrees P. a fair ap- 
proach'to proper moisture in the air 
may\be maintained if the water pots 
of the furnace are large and well 
filled. It requires something like 75 
gallons of water daily, evaporated in 
the air, to maintain fair humidity in 
an artificially heated dwelling of av- 
erage size in cold winter weather. Tiie 
evaporation ofa few gallons of water 
daily would therefore make little im- 
pression on atmospheric aridity. 


As a matter of economy, eflicieney 


and hygiene, let the householder rest 
assured that the hot air lurnnce is 
thoroughly 
correct. Hot water or 


steam heating may be necessary for 
large buildings or rambling dwellings 
which 
cannot 
be 
economically 


warmed with the hot air farnato.

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Rotary Has Grown To Immense 


Organization From Small Start 


.More than six hundred llotary clubs 


in the United States and C;.n;ula and 
thruout the world are observing; this 
week with special programs. The oc- 
casion is the fifteenth anniversary of 
the birth of Rotary and-the founding 
of the first Rotary club in Chicago on 
February 23, I DOG. The week lias been 
designated 'by the local Rotary club 
as "All Rotary Week", and is being 
given over entirely to Rolary activi- 
ties. 


The program of'last night's meeting 


was devoted largely to a review ol 
I lie origin of the Rotarv movement* 
and its growth during the past fifteen 
years. An outline of the policy and 
program of work of the International 
Association of Rotary Clubs, the di- 
recting body of Rotary, especially as 
tills work relates to the further or- 
ganizing of Rotary clubs in foreign 
and domestic 
countries, also com- 


prised a part of the club program. 


The story of how Rotary originated 


and how the institution 
has Town 


during the last few years until it is 
extending to all of the civilized coun- 
tries of the world, is intensely inter- 
esting, especially as reviewed by the 
speakers on the program. 


The True Oriifin of Notary 


Rotary came into "being" with a 


group of four men sealed around a 
luncheon table 
in a Chicago hotel. 


The, four 
men were 
business 
ac- 


quaintances and for several weeks had 
been meeting together for luncheon. 
These informal meetings were hold at 
the different members' places of busi- 
ness. As it happened, each one of the 
four represented a different calling- 
one a coal dealer, one a mining oper- 
ator, one a merchant tailor, and the 
fourth an attorney. 


Th'e attorney was iho one who"first 


advanced 1ho idea of forming a club. 
His name is Taul P. Harris and to 
him is siven credit for starting the 
.^rent Rotary movement. The meeting 
of the four at which it was actually 
•lef-ided 'o organize a club was held 
February 2.3, 1!)03. 


A printer has at some time or other 


plaj'Cd the central future in nearly 
every great movement in history, and 
Hotary proved 
no exception to the 


rule. It was soon after this meeting 
when another friend of the group—a 
printer—joined tho number and after- 
ward became largely responsible for 
safely guiding the new organization 
during its early period of existence. 


There are many different ideas in 


circulation as to 
the origin of the 


name "Rotary" as applied to the Ro- 
tary clubs. 
One example will .servo 


to illustrate <he charac'er of the many 


' different conceptions. Two teamsters 
once noticed a string of autos dec- 
orated'with Rotary banners. One auto 
became stalled and one of the team- 
sters, .examining the Rotary emblem 
on the wheel, was overhear.-! to care- 
fully explain to 'he other that the Ro- 
tarians were waKonmakers and their 
«-mblem • was tho wagon wheel and 
the name "Rotary" chosen because a 
wagon wheel has 
a rotary motion. 


"However., thp true facts are Hiat "Ro- 
tary"' was chosen because the • mem- 


-jbers-of the new club had been in,the 
habit "f having their me^tincs in '"ro- 
tation" at the places of'business of 
the different members. As "Rotation 
Club" was .somewhat inapt they de- 
cided to adopt the" shorter form and 
'•all i» <he "Rotary Club." Incidental- 
ly, this meeting from plare to place 
was continued for some time until the 
membership became sn largo as to 
make the plan impractical. 
But this 


custom, altho of short duration, was 
iosponsible/for onn of the features: 
that is o 
K«««»iwod today in many Rotarv 


f'tihs. 
Tb>K is tho "business talks" 


iliat :>rc often given by m«mbers-rela- 
livo <b successful methods that have 
i«vn adopted in their businesses and 
bow tho Rotary id^a of service has 
bern applied to thc-ir work. 


How Uniiilii*' Vlan of )lenihi>t>]ii|» 


Originated 


As other members were admitted to 


tho new club, 'he principle was still 
s-dherod to of having only one repre- 
sentative from each business or pro-! 
fo<--<sion. This would be a unique plan 
{•ml would distinguish the club from 
other organizations. Then also such 
;> plan would serve to sustain interest 
in the club, promote' attendance- and 
make a member place a hish valua- 
tion unnn his membership. Time has 
proved :t 'o be a plan adaptable to the 


.smaller cities as well as to tho larger 
ones. 


Later years proved that there were 


many other advantages to such a plan. 
A membership made up of one repre- 
sentative from each business or pro- 
fession is truly representative of the 
[Community. Such a body of men bc- 
' comes :ui ideal forum for the discus- 
sion of public .questions and the con- 
sideration of ma'ters of concern both 
to the public and to Hie trades and 
the professions. 
United action by tho 


club is much easier than with a large 
and cumbersome membership of sev- 
eral hundred or several thousand. It 
is imnossiblc for any one profession 
or allied professions to become nu- 
merically strong enough to dominate 
the policy of iho club. The business 
man is benefited for such association 
tends 'o lif him out of the rut of his 
own business routine 
giving him a 


broader and more sympathetic under- 
standing of other businesses and pro- 
fessions. 


But most imnortu/it of all. it has 


increased the efficiency of the club it- 
self by'giving 'lie officials a lever for 
tho removal of any "dead limber" from 
the membership. The club can insist 
upon regular attendance, and active 
participation or the surrender of mem- 
bership to someone else in the same 
line of business. 
That th's rule is 


rigidly observed is one of the reasons 
why membership m Rotary is consid- 
ered at so high a premium. 


Fil'lecn Years Has Seen Mnnebus 


<;ro'-11i 


The new club started out by hold- 


ing .'i luncheon once each week and an 
evening mc^tins every month. In a 
short, «imo thore wevh nearly half a 
hundred members and a considerable 
number of others who had become in- 
terested -and had asked to become 
member. 
Men in other 
eities had 


heard or <his new club called "Rotary" 
and had written to the Chicago club 
askinc if thev couldn't organize in 
their cities. It was decided, tho. that 
it would be best to wait until time 
hp,d proven the experiment success- 
ful before giving 
encouragement to 


the organisation 
of clubs 
in other 


cities. The Chicago club continued to 
increase in 
membership. In' 1908— 


three years after the first meeting— 
the ^ccond Rotary club was organized 
in San Francisco. 
Other clubs' fol- 


'owed on 'he PaQifie Coast and then 
the movement spread fo the East am) 
then to the Sou'h until sixteen clubs; 
had been organized by the end of 1!)10. 
There chibs were all the result of seed 
:i;oro or less 
accidentally sown by 


members who were enthused by the 
Rotary idea—and who save of their 
time and money without thought of 
personal gain. 


It was in 1910 that the first conven- 


tion was held and the "National Asso- 
ciation" formed. This first convention 
was h'old in Chicago, and general offi- 
cers elected, and a constitution adopt- 
ed. Paul P. Harris was honored by 
election to the first presidency of the 
ncwlv created association, and Ches- 
ley R. Perrjv who was secretary of 
the Chicago club and who. with Paul 
Harris, was responsible to a large exr 
tent 
for calling together--this fir,st 


delegate bodv of Rotary, was fleeted 
secretary. 'This office' he has always 
held and. continues 
to hold '.at the 


present time. Paul Harris has since 
been honored by the conferrinK: upon 
him of the title of President Emeri- 
tus. 


The second convention was held at 


Portland. Oregon, in 1931- and the 
third convention at Duluth. Minnesota, 
in 3012. Previous to the Duluth con- 
vention a club had been organized at 
Winnipeg. Canada, and at the conven- 
tion a cable "was received from the 
Rotary Club of London. England, ask- 
ing for a charter. To make provision 
for these clubs, the convention took 
action, changing the organization from 
a "National" to an "International As- 
sociation." By this "Mmc there were 
forty clubs in existence. 


The rapid 
growth 
in number of 


clubs continued. From every nook and 
corner of the United States and Cana- 
da came requests from business men 
who had heard of this new leaven for 
the community welfare and who want- 
ed 'o cs'ablish clubs in their cities. By 
1916. 
1ho number of clubs had in- 


creased to more than 250, with ap- 
proximately 27.000 members. Two or 
Jhrcc more clubs had been organized 


In England and several more In Ca- 
nada. Business men in Cuba and in 
South America had aluo become in- 
oculated 
with the Rotary 
idea and 


were seeking to orgnlzc clubs. 


During the four years from 1D1G to 


the present time nearly four hundred 
more clubs have been organized mak- 
ing a total of more than six hundicd 
Rotary clubs 
in the world 
today. 


While the greater number, by far. arc 
in the United Slates, where the move- 
ment originated, 
there 
are Rotary 


clubs in the principal cities of Cana- 
da and in the principal cities of Oreat 
Britain and Ireland, and in the larger 
cities of Cuba. Rotary has also been 
established in the countries of Argen- 
tine and Uruguay in South America, 
in the Republic of Panama, and in 
China. 
Since 1915 there has been a 


Rotary club in Honolulu and early in 
1JH9 a club 
was organized in the 


Philippine Islands 
at Manila. 
The 


Calcutta Club, in India, is tho latest 
to be. organized in foreign lands. The 
next few years will,see hundreds of 
clubs established in Europe (tho Ro- 
tary Club of Paris is now being in- 
stituted), in South America. Austra- 
lia. Asia and Africa, and in hundreds 
of the .smaller 
cities 
of the North 


American continent. 


This lemarkablc growth has been 


spontaneous. Never, at any time, haul 
the organization employed paid or- 
ganizers. 
On the other hand, extreme 


care has always been exercised in sur- 
veying cities and towns applying for 
membership to make sure that such 
communities wore ready for a Rotary 
club and were of sufficient size from 
which to secure a membership of rep- 
resentative men and 
still have the 


membership restricted 
to one man 


from each business or profession. 


Thf Rotary Creed is Son ice 


The Rotary creed is fully set forth 


in the "Rotary Platforms" and in the 
"Rotary Code of Ethics." The Rotary 
Platform was adopted by the organi- 
zation in 1911 and is a concise state- 
ment of ihc 
principles and ethics 


guiding and 
actuating all 
Rotary 


clubs, "The Rotary club demands fail- 
dealings, honest methods, and high 
standards in business", is the theme 
of this platform, and the last sentence 
in the platform. "He profits most who 
servos best", has been adopted as the 
latter part of the official slogan of Ro- 
tary. The complete 
slogan 
reads: 


"Service Above Self—He Profits Most 
Who Serves Best." 


The "Rotary Code of Ethics" was 


adopted by the organization in 1915. 
and sets forth the principles and prac- 
tices that should exist not only be- 
tween Rotarians but all 'business and 
professional 
men 
everywhere. 
To 


read this Code of E'hics which the 
Rotarians have adopted as their ideal, 
is to realize one of the reasons why 
this relatively 
now movement 
has 


stone, forward by leaps and. bounds 
during the past five years. Men had 
been waiting for this very thing. It 
became a "living force" in the lives 
of many men who had been obsessed 
with the one idea of making money, 
transforming 
them 
-into 
men who 


choso for their motto "he profits most 
who si'rt«'!» Ill's!" instead of the old 
standard of "he profits most who ac- 
cumulates most in material things." 
To these men, life became an invest- 
ment, ' not measured in terms of dol- 
lars, but measured in terms of the 
faithful discharge of man's highest du- 
ties to society. The governor of one 
of the greatest states in the United 
States.has said that "Rotary is able 
to catch the heart-beat—the harmony 
of life—'and put it into action." 
Kim Member an Actiu>-Member 
The Rotary club has one rule which 


must not be violated. This is the rule 
in regard to attendance. Practically \ 
every club has a clause in its Consti- 
tution whereby a member is automa- 
tically dropped from membership if he 
misses four meetings in succession. To 
this rule is attributed one of the reas- 
ons for the remarkable efficiency of 
Rotary. 
A careful record of each 


member's attendance is kept by the 
secretary and nothing short of sick- 
ness or death can excuse a member. 
Absence from "the city is no excuse, 
for there is a special rule whereby a 
member niav attend the meeting of 
the club in the city where heMiappens 
to be- and the secretary of his home 
club is, officially advised of this fact, 
and he receives credit for attendance 
iust as if ho had been present at the 
meeting of his own olub. 


Rotary clubs *hus hold an enviable 


record for hieh percentage of attend- 
ance at meetings. Clubs with as ma- 
ny as two and three hundred mem- 
bers have as high as SO per cent of

tendance, or every ' member present, 
not only at one meeting—which would 
be an unusual record in itself—but a 
100 per cent attendance at .soen con- 
M'cuthe meetings. 


A Definition of the Kvtary Club 
Various definition? of llotary and 


descriptions of the Rotary Club have 
been published from time to time. A 
contest has recently bceji held, thru- 
out- the :Rbtkryt-clubs'"for the best de- 
finition of "\Vhat-is Rotary?" and ev- 
ery member asked to give his defini- 
tion. 
Contests will also be held at 


the conferences of the Rotary districts 
in which the diffeicnt Rotary clubs 
will participate. 


One of the definitions of the Rotary 


Club, as given at the "Anniversary 


Meeting" of the club this week, was 
as follows,: 


"Rotary is more than a name- It is 


a spirit and a life. A Rotary Club is 
more than an organization. 
It is as- 


sociated vision and effort; it is co- 
operative, not competitive, service. It 
transmutes kindly desires into helpful 
deeds, and turns dreams into accom- 
plished facts. It is a training school 
in unselfishness, where personal gain 
is subordinate to public good. Rotary 
values men for what they are, more 
than for what they have; and for what 
they can be. more than for what they 
are. 
Rotary 
welcomes a vision of 


need, and views service as a privilege 
to be sought, not as a burden to be 
avoided. 


"Rotary never side-steps a respon- 


sibility or 'passes the buck' to the oth- 
er fellow. To the Ro*arian, life is an 
investment that must yield dividends 
that are better than dollars, and that 
arc not'measured 
in terms_of com- 


merce. To-h« -Rotarian. community 
prosperity is. more than personal pro- 
fit 
He never 'knocks' 'a pood thing, 


nor praises a bad thing. His city is 
the >>ost in the country, and his coun- 
try the host in the world.

"There is little new labor being 


added to the supply. Help "Want- 
ed columns are the best evidence 
of that.. It is estimated that em 
ploycrs in the' United States have 
spent more than $30,000,000 hiring 
help away from one another dur- 
ing the1 past year! 


"In getting at the explanation of 


this labor shortage both the far- 
mer and the manufacturer must 
consider the fact that, during tin 
war we were deprived of the sup- 
ply of new labor we had been ac- 
customed to getting from Europe. 


"As the situation exists today we 


are 
-1,000.000 
workers 
short in 


America, due to dwindling of im- 
migration. There is not enough 
•manpower lo go around:

have gone up and up; living costs
